Herewith Ifpablish the letters of the Hon. 
Charles Foster and Stanley Matthews, addressed 
to the Hon. John B. Gordon and myself. The 
circumetances attending their origin are in brief as 
follows: On the 26th of February last I sent a 
page from the House of Representatives to the 
Senate Chamber for my distinguished friend, Col. 
Gordon, and he came over in a few minutes. I 
told nim that I wanted an interview with the Hon. 
Charles Foster, at which I desired his presence. 
I outlined to Gen. Gordon what 1 intended to say 
to Mr. Foster, and he said he would with pleasure 
accompany me. We found Mr. Foster in 
the room of the Committee on Appropria- 
tions. No one else was present during the 
interview. I told Mr. Foster that I had, 
as he knew, been voting against all dilatory mo- 
tions; had iv a speech advocated the inflexible ex- 
ecution of the Electoral bill; had stated in a Dem- 
ocratic caucus that I would o vote if I were the 
only man from the South to do so; that the vote 
was approved by my judgment; that I felt bound 
under obligations of honor to stand by the result, 
bitter as it was, feeling that the situation was not 
chargeable to the Electoral bill, but to the ma- 
jority of the Commission whom we had agreed to 
trust. Itold him I had received dispatches and

Accord 
ingly, the Hon. Jon Younc Brown, of 
Kentucky, at whose desire the letter was 
written, now publishes the document in con- 
nection with a general statement regarding 
the circumstances under which it was 
written. He agrees substantially with the 
account given by Mr. Fosrze of the matter 
un to the definite understanding that the 
President was not committed by the letter, 
but that the assurances it cotitained were 
based on the judgment and belief of the 
gentlemen who gave these assurances. The 
publication of the letter itself and of all 
the facts and circumstances connected with 
it completely disposes of the charge of bad 
faith which the Bourbons and Implacables 
have undertaken to establish agaiust Presi- 
dent Harzs. 


The Eastern question, so faras it affects 
the relations of Russia and Turkey with re- 
gard to the Sclavie status, has once more 
been handed over to diplomacy, and the 
diplomats seem to be rapidly getting into a 
muddle. The London Tine, which has 
warmly advocated the acceptance of the 
Russian protocol by the English Cabinet, is 
reported by cable as saying : 

When we see how dow our Government does 
nothing, promises nothing, and exhibits only dis- 
trust and condemnation of Russia by restricting 
itself to the faintest phraseology iu which an agree- 
ment can be vouched, we cannot wonder that the 
negotiations are interrupted. The fact is, the two 
countries have gradually assumed such a position 
of antagonism that they are regarded on the Con- 
tinent as two rivals ina great controversy which 
may possibly develop into a great conflict. 

In view of this significant declaration, a 
glance at the steps which have led to it will 
be of interest. The recent protocol of Rus- 
sia which was submitted to the English Cab- 
inet by Gen. Ioxarmirr and Count Sconovva- 
torr as the latest effort for peace, in view of 
the failure of the Constantinople Conference, 
submitted that if Great Britain and the oth- 
er Powers would agree to maintain the set- 
tlement insisted upon in the Conference and 
urge it upon the Porte, then the Russian 
Government would act in full and free ac- 
cord with them, and demobilize its armies 
now ou the Servian frontier. Although there 
was no hint of coercion in the protocol and 
no penalty proposed for non-falfillment of 
the obligations, it could nevertheless be re- 
garded in no other light by the Turks than 
as a warning from Europe. The Continental 
Powers favored it, and only waited for Eu- 
gland to give it her sanction be- 
fore signing it. It has met its 
first obstacle, however, in the En- 
glish Cabinet, although it was drawn 
up with special reference to English favor. 
Everything that might offend or even alarm 
England was omitted from it. It was an un- 
usually moderate document to emanate from 
St. Petersburg. No allusion to coercion of 
any kind was made init. It did not even 
specify any fixed time for the carrying out 
of Turkish reforms. It was nothing but a 
moderate proposal for the exercise of moral 
suasion with the Turkish butchers, but for 
some mysterious reason England objects to it, 
probably from fear of being entrapped into 
some coniplication or entangling alliance 
which may give Russia an advantage. The 
hobgotlin of Constantinople is always before 
English eyes. No step can be taken by that 
Power which England does not interpret as a 
step to gain possession of Constantinople. 
Its morbid sensitiveness and crazy jealousy 
have blinded its eyes to everything else. 
The vision of the Russian Bear hugging and 
hibernating in Constantinople rises before 
its eyes every time a Russian sneezes or 
snores, and this, too, notwithstanding the 
solemn declaration of the Czar to the Queen 
herself, pending the organization of the Con- 
ference, that Russia had no designs upon 
Constantinople, either at present or for the 
future, and the more recent declaration of 
Gen. Ionatrerr, that Russia would not accept 
that city even if it were offered her upon a 
golden dish. England having declined to 
accede to the Russian propusitions, Conti- 
nental diplomacy must now seek some com- 
promise, and the Russian Ambassador is now

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COL. INGERSOLL ON THE SOUTH. 

There was probably no public speaker in 
either party that attracted so much popular 
applause during the late Presidential cam- 
paign as Col. Ronnar G. IxoxnssolL, of 
Peoria. Beginning with the brilliant speech 
in which he nominated Bran in Cincinnati, 
—an effort which found its way into all the 
newspapers of all languages that speak of 
American affairs, —and extending in the form 
of lectures the popular interest even beyond 
the final settlement, there is no other man 
who has been listened to with so much at- 
tention. But the point of special impor- 
tance is that Col. Incrersoi.’s campaign 
speeches were conspicuous for the vigor with 
which he recalled the issues growing out of 
the War, and insisted upon the dangers still 
to be apprehended from the implacable 
and irreconcilable feeling in the South. 
Even in his present political lectures, 


| Col. Incursoun says that he was bitter and 


relentless, and there is no doubt that he 


speaker entertained of him before the elec- 
tion; but he has at no time given 
such glowing and fervid acquiescence in the 


evening in his Chicago speech. Concerning 
Hares’ action toward the South he said, with 
his characteristic eloquence : 


In my judgment it was a grand act, grandly done. 
He said to those people of the South, We have 


millions and millions and millions piled upon the 
shoulders of American industry! Let us go to work 
and pay it. We want prosperity. The wheels of 
the factories are still. We wanta revival of busi- 
ness. Money lies idle, and the safe of pradence is 
locked by the key of fear. Energy has empty 
hands. Honesty has empty pockets. Industry 
begs. We have had trouble enongh. We have bad 
hard timésenough. Letus be friends, and let us 
clothe tnis country once more ia prosperity as with 
a garment. My friends, we have told the old story 
often enough; we have fought the battles over often 
enough. Let us forget them; let us forget every- 
thing, except the debt we owe to the brave wen 
that saved the nation. Let us forget our hatred; let 
us forget our prejudices; let us forget everything 
thathas been said and everything that has been 
done, except what has been done, as I ssid be- 
fore, by the heroic men that kevt the flag 
of the Republic bright in the sky. Now, it 
seems to me under the circumstances, the 
President acted wisely. It was the best thing 
he could do. I will not say that I would have done 
it; I might have had a little too much feeling about 
it. Ido not know what I would have dome had I 
been President; but, if the President has done as I 
wonld have done, not being President, I do not 
think I would have done as he did. But, as he did 
it, I say give him a fair trial; I say, give that policy 
achance. Lam not going to prophesy its defeat 
either, or its failure, because no man ever proph- 
esies the failure of a thing that be don't go to work 
with all his might to fulfill his prophesy. I believe 
it will succeed. It will succeed if the Southern 
people will accept it in good faith. What do I mean 
by the Southern people accepting it’ Simply this: 
If these Southern people will stop shootmg negroes, 
if they will say to every negro, ‘* There is the land, 
you may plow it; there is the water, you mav drink 
it; there is the air, you may breathe it; there is 
the ballot-box, you can vote for the Government of 
your choice; there is the land, as I said betore, 
„ plow it; sow, and you shall reap, and you shail 
eat in your little hat or your little cabin in peace, 
and protection, broad as the general air, shall cover 
vou all.“ Let them say that; that is what I call 
accepting this in good faith. 

Col. Iams. believes that, if even 10 
per cent of the white men of the South are 
gained over from the implacables, and insist, 
in good faith, upon the full acceptance of 
the constitutional amendments, that will be 
enough to protect the colored vote of the 
South, and he might have added that even 
this small percentage of the native whites 
maintaining the political rights of the negro 
will afford them better protection for life, 
property, and suffrage than has been given 
by all the office-seeking carpet-baggers who 
ever went among them with the army and 
navy at their back. Inazrsox.’s peroration 
should be printed in every newspaper south 
of Masox and Dreon’s line, and if it awak- 
ens no response, then indeed may we despair 
of ever living together as one people. The 
President,” he said, has offered you this 
olive branch. Ascceptit. Accept it. I be- 
seech you to accept it. And, bythe memory 
of all who died for naught, by the ashes of 
your statesmen dead, for the sake of your 
sons and daughters and their fair children, I 
beg, [implore you, to accept it with loyal 
and with loving hearts.

free. Take it; and the destiny of the great 
Republic will be assured. Take it; it will 
bud and blossom in your hands, filling your 
land, and filling your homes, with fragrance 
and with joy. Take it; and we will have 
passed midnight in the history of our coun- 
try, and the star of hope will herald again 
the rising sun.” 


THE GRANGER DECISIONS NEWLY APPLIED 

The so-called Granger decisions of the 
United States Supreme Court are beginning 
to bear their fruit. The general force of those 
decisions, it will be remembered, is that leg- 
islative bodies cannot alienate by charter or 
contract the natural or sovereign rights of 
the people, and that corporations are subject 
to regulation in the interest of the people, 
charters and contracts to the contrary not- 
withstanding. us the maximum charge 
for transportation may be fixed by the State, 
and the railroad corporations must submit 
and abide by it in the face of charters ob- 
tained from the State authorizing them to fix 
their own rates. So warehouses may be 


‘limited by State law as to the charges they 


shall exact for the storage of grain. The 
underlying principle is that all corporations 
of a quasi-public character, operating under 
public franchises, and enjoying exclusive 
privileges, must serve the public for a rea- 
sonable compensation, and may be prohibit- 


tentions and character of the man that the

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and a half feet daily at one-third the price 
per thousand that it can deliver two or three 
hundred thousand feet. The scale fixed 
in the bill is as follows: In cities having a 
population of over 150,000, the charge shall 
not exeeed $1.20 per 1,000 feet; in cities of 
between 50,000 and 100, 000 

$2.25 per 1,000 feet; in cities of between 
20,000 and 50,000 population, $3 per 1,000 
feet; in cities of under 20,000 population, 
$4 per 1,000 feet. Charges in excess of the 
limit fixed by the bill are made an offense, 
the penalty for which is $500 for the first 
offense, and for a seeond offense a forfeiture 
of the charter of the company. Any agent 
of the company who receives and demands 
payment at a higher rate than prescribed by 
the bill is subject to the penalty of $500. 
We do not care to express an opinion as to 
the reasonableness of the charges it is pro- 
posed to prescribe; this isa matter to be 
determined upon proper investigation. It 
must be remembered that the public rights 
are limited to a reasonable charge, which is 
determined by circumstances. But if the 
bill be passed in this or any other shape, it 
will be an interesting test of an important 


question.

The House of Representatives of Illinois 
have ordered to a third reading a bill fixing 
8 per cent as the highest rate of interest that 
sliall be legal in this State even by contract. 
In the absence of a contract, interest shall be 
6 per cent. This is a Bill which has been 
presented at each session of the 
for many years. The theory of the bill is to 
make money cheap by limiting the rate 
of interest. The bill is, however, incom- 
plete. It should make it a penal offense to 
refuse to lend money at 8 per cent. More- 
over, if money is to be cheap, so cheap as to 
be put within the reach of any person, is not 
8 per cent entirely too much? The bill rests 
upon the theory that money can always be 
had at whatever the law may fix as the maxi- 
mum rate of legal interest. If this be cor- 
rect, and the whole bill rests on that as- 
sumption, then why not fix the highest legal 
rate at 5 per cent? Then money will be com- 
paratively cheap. Eight per cent interest is 
greater than is now asked for loans in this 
city. For mure than a year past money has 
been freely offered on mortgage at 7 per 
cent. A million of dollars can be borrowed 
on mortgage at that rate to-day. These 
money-lenders are now authorized by law to 
take 10 per cent, and the money could be 
had at 7 per cent, evenif the law allowed the 
lender to take 40 per cent. The law has 
nothing to do with the matter. Money is 
worth precisely that rate of interést which 


‘ean be obtained for it,—no more and no less. 


The only effect of passing such a law is, that 
whenever money shall be worth 10 per cent, 
then it cannot be had in Illinois without a 
resort to expedients which will be costly to 
the borrower.

This business, 
while demoralizing to the men engaged in it, is 
still more so to the community at large. At first 
the ladies on the South Side paid little attention to 
these calls, but they have become so frequent, as 
recipients of them have found by comparing notes, 
that they have all become alarmed. They are 
afraid to be left alone in the house, and they trem- 
ble at every ring atthe door. They do not know 
at what moment one of persons, who has 
obtained admiesion into the house, may, on be- 
coming aseured that no man is at home, treat them 
an Mrs. Seeley and her servant were ted, and 
go through the premiwes after a similar fashion. 

STOP IT.

SINFUL BANKRUPTS. 


ONE SENT TO JOLIET THE OTHER TO JAIL. 

Judge Blodgett Tuesday delivered a sentence 
against two swindling bankrupte which carries a 
moral with it. For several years past there have 
been periodical revelations of unscrupulous in- 
dividuals like the Roe Brothers, Heilbron & Weil, 
of Cairo, who were tried here a month or so ago, 
McDonald Brothers, and others, who have bought 
large stocks of goods from easy creditors On credit, 
and then suddenly vanished, or ended their career 
in a bankrupt court with large liabilities and no 
assets. The boot and shoe line seems to have fur- 
nished the best opportunity for illegal gain, and 
at least four Chicago firms in the past two years 
have gone into bankruptcy without being able to 
make a satisfactory explanation of the disappear- 
ance of their assets. Among the tirms who went 
under with the greatest unaccountable difference 
between assets and debts Feuerstein & Pfluger ap- 
pear just now to be the most prominent. They 
did not appear to wish to keep up a semblance of 
honesty.. They were indicted about a year ago for 
buying goods out of the ordinary course of trade, — 
in short, for ewindling, —and, after a trial, were 
found guilty on seyen out of eight counts. 

The bankrupts, Henry Feuerstein and Charles 
Pfluger, were engaged in the boot and shoe business 
in this city. They opened their store in January, 
1875, with $8,000 capital. On the Ist of July, 
1875, they had $3,500 or $4,000 worth of goods, 
and claimed they owed nothing. Between July 
and November they bought about 57. 000 worth of 
goods on credit and only paid $1 On the 22d 
of November the place was seized by the Sheriff on 
execution, and the entire stock of goods and fix- 
tures were only found on the highest valuation to 
be worth $1,500. They were subsequently sold at 
Sheriff's sale, after being duly advertised, for $500. 
The entire capital of $8,000, and the pur- 
chased on credit to the amount of $6, ‘ 
vanished in the meantime. Very few of the latest 
purchases of goods were found in the store, the 
stock consisting mainly of old goods held over from 
the winter's stock. It was also shown in evidence 
mon Ba ee before er of failure . —5 
ru pped a large quan 0 to Milwaa- 
kee under fictitious names, and that Feuerstein 
nad 1 Gone to Milwaukee under the as- 
sumed name of rge Fowler, taken the goods 
from the warehouse where they were stored to an 
auction-house, and caused them to be sold ata 
Sacrifice, realizing some $2,200.
